ices between the cobblestones to 
assu age their gnawing hu nger. 
The coal su p p ly is ex hau sted and 
the Greeks hav e sp ent the winter 
—the coldest in 20 y ears—withou t 
heating, the Economist said. 
In­ 
du stries, railway s and ev en Athens 
trolley s hav e stop p ed becau se of 
the fu el shortage, the w riter re­ 
p orted 
Su ch stap les of Greek food as 
oliv es and oliv e oil cannot be fou nd 
the magazine continu ed, and bread, 
if av ailable, is rationed at three 
ou nces daily in some cities. There 
hav e been p eriods of eight to ten 
day s with no bread at all. Plenty 
of oliv es are on the Greek islands, 
bu t there is no transp ortation.

Taxicab Driver, 
Pinned Between 
Trains, Rescued 


Sp ringfield, 111., Fen. 3— ( AP)— 
A p ainfu lly inju red tax icab driv ­ 
er was trap p ed for sev en hou rs in 
the wreckage of his cab after it 
was p ancaked between two trains 
in an u nu su al accident early to­ 
day . 
Scores of horrified onlook­ 
ers watched rescu ers’ efforts to 
ex tricate him. 
The driv er, 
Robert Timm, 30. 
su ffered sev ere leg inju ries bu t re­ 
mained consciou s 
while 
a train 
wrecker was su mmoned to lift one 
end 
of a locomotiv e 
from the 
rails, to facilitate the rescu e ef­ 
forts. 
Timm’s cab was stru ck at 2:25 
a. m at the Jefferson street cross­ 
ing of the Alton railroad, in down­ 
town 
Sp ringfield, 
by 
a 
sou th 
bou nd freight train. 
The 
tax i 
was 
cru shed 
against 
another 
locomotiv e, that of a northbou nd 
Alton p assenger train, which was 
standing on 
an adjoining track 
near the crossing. 
Legs Cru shed, Scalded 
Timm's 
cab 
was smashed in 
the narrow sp ace 
between 
the 
trains. 
His legs badly cru shed, 
and scalded by escap ing steam, 
Timm remained in a sitting p o­ 
sition in the wrecked machine. He 
was able to conv erse with rescu ­ 
ers who gav e him stimu lants and 
shou ted 
encou ragement 
as 
the 
difficu lt rescu e job p rogressed. 
The cab was so firmly wedged 
against the locomotiv e, howev er, 
that hou rs of carefu l work was 
requ ired 
to free it, 
A 
wrecker 
was borrowed from the y ards of 
the Chiacgo & Midland railroad to 
lift one end of the Alton locomo­ 
tiv e 
off 
the 
tracks. 
Acety lene 
torches 
had 
to be u sed 
to cu t 
throu gh p arts of the wreckage. 
An ambu lance stood by to re­ 
mov e Timm to a hosp ital when he 
finally was lifted from the wreck­ 
age shortly before 9 .30 a. m. 
A t St. John's hosp ital, 
p hy ­ 
sicians said Timm 
su ffering 
from shock as well as bodily in­ 
ju ries.

whether one or both of his legs 
wou ld hav e to be amp u tated. 
Timm's wife,

J umping Up and D ow n Doesn't Help 
Vn acu ation is more try ing to the .sou l of man 
than to be help less to p rev ent the d estru ction of 
something one lov es; to watch a catastrop he as one 
sometimes d oes in d reams when one cannot lift a 
finger to av ert it. 
This sort of situ ation req u ires cou rage and j 
stead fastness. 
We hav e to show it now. 
General M acA rthu r’* men in the Philip p ines 
ar# showing a cou rage and skill seld om eq u aled in 
m ilitary annals. 
A gainst heav y od d s they hav e in­ 
jected so mu ch hop e into a hop eless situ ation that 
it seems that help m ight ev en bring them v ictory . 
Ev ery instinct cries “Get them that help , some­ 
how!” For those not charged with m ilitary resp onsi­ 
bility , it is easy to cry ou t, “Why isn’t something 
done?” 
T hat is ju m p ing u p and d own. 
That is hand - 
wringing. 
It d oes p recisely no good , and it m ay d o 
a great d eal of harm . 
One U. S. senator cries ou t that if the ex p ed i­ 
tion to Ireland had only been sent “across the P a ­ 
cific’* it wou ld hav e been mu ch better. 
Does he 
imp ly that the send ing of a few thou sand troop s to 
Ireland actu ally p rev ented the W ar D ep artm ent from 
sending as m any troop s to the Pacific as ship p ing 
facilities, conv oy s, and Jap anese blockad e p erm it? 
The q u estion answers itself. 
There are p lenty 
of troops in 
the cou ntry . 
The nu mber that can be 
sent to the Pacific is limited , net by the nu m ber 
sent to Ireland, bu t by factors of transp ort, conv oy , 
and the nav al situ ation in the Pacific. 
Another senator cries. “I am sincerely hop efu l 
that someone is 
thinking of getting assistance to 
the forces fighting in the F ar E a s t’* 
T hat is really below the belt. Wou ld the senator 
say outright w hat he imp lies, namely , that nobod y 
la thinking abou t it 
He knows better. 
He knows 
v ery well tha t the W ar D ep artm ent is thinking 
furiously abou t It. 
One wond ers if this senator 
would like to 
assu me p ersonal resp onsibility for 
sending transports 
into Manila Bay throu gh the 
J apanese nav al screen tha t hangs like a chain from 
Wake, Guam and the Jap anese m and ated island s 
past New Guine, Borneo, Saraw ak and Ind o-China 
to Hong-Konk. 
Probably he wou ld not. 
Yet in im ­ 
ply ing that Arm y and Nav y au thorities hav e not 
ev en considered the p rosp ects, he su ggests tha t they 
should. 
The country has a right to ex p ect that the W ar 
and Nav y Departments will take ev ery p ossible step 


Proof of C itizenship 
Most p ersons obtaining work in w ar ind u stries 
are req u ired to p rov e they are Americans either by 
birth or natu ralization. 
W ith regard to those na t­ 
u ralized throu gh cou rt action there is little d ifficu lty 
of p rov ing citizenship . 
You nger p eop le, too, u su ally 
hav e birth certificates av ailable. There are millions, 
howev er, who were bom in the United States bu t 
can not p rod u ce birth certificates. 
These inclu d e 
p ersons from mid d le age u p ward who were born in 
areas where v ital statistics were not record ed . 
Rep resentativ e Charles R. Clason of M assachu ­ 
setts say s there are 6 0 million Am ericans who can 
not p rod u ce birth certificates. 
To m ake it easier 
for them to p rov e citizenship when q u estioned for 
any reason, he has introd u ced a bill in the hou se 
p rov id ing that fed eral d istrict cou rts shall, u p on 
p roof, issu e certificates of citizenship to su ch p eo­ 
p le. 
In more p eacefu l d ay s, and before the ad v ent 
of the v ariou s su bv ersiv e d octrines that rend the 
world , any p erson who resid ed in the United States 
was p resu med to be a citizen if he cond u cted him ­ 
self as su ch. 
Tod ay it is p ossible for an enemy alien 
to ap p ear to be a loy al American, bu t to p ractice 
otherwise; and when he is called u p on to p rov e his 
origin and nativ ity , he is able to fall back u p on 
the fact tha t m any states kep t no v ital statistics 
when he was born. 
The other sid e of the q u estion 
is this; Many loy al Americans m ay be d enied work, 
or m ay su ffer inju stice becau se of the lack of those 
same v ital statistics. 


There shou ld be some legal p rov ision by which 
any American can p rov e citizenship throu gh the 
cou rts, either in the way su ggested by R ep resenta­ 
tiv e Clason, or in some other m anner to be ap p rov ed 
by congress. 
In these d ay s it is sm all com fort to 
know that a cou rthou se bu rned forty y ears ago, or 
that there was no cou rthou se, or ev en no sta te — 
in case one was born in an area not y et ad m itted 
to statehood . 
The free and easy d ay s seem to hav e p assed , 
p erhap s forev er. 
Six ty million A m ericans shou ld 
not be d ep riv ed of the ability to p rov e their citizen­ 
ship . 


The M ean W om an 
We re glad we’re not the D ep artm ent of A gri­ 
cu ltu re. 
The d ep artm ent has ju st broad cast to the world 
that the American woman is in bad shap e. 
Instead 
of being a Venu s fiv e feet-six in height, with 35- 
inch hip s and 25 inches arou nd the w aist, she’s p osi­ 
tiv ely d u mp , 
a mere fiv e feet-three in height, w ith 
38 .8 2 hip s and 29 .15 inches arou nd the w aist. 
This 
d u mp y -sou nd ing av erage was obtained from m eas­ 
u rem ents of 14,6 9 8 women in sev en states and the 
D istrict of Colu mbia. 
The d ep artm ent refers to her as “the mean 
woman,” which will be an u nd erstatem ent when she 
read s the figu res. 


W ith tire rationing, the old gray m are is v ery 
likely to be w hat she u sed to be.

He d u p ed the British Gut 
of Bengazi, imm ed iately after get­ 
ting his p romotion. 
The nazi sent 
a feinting force 
straight east from his base sou th 
of Bengazi as if he were going on 
a wid e arc, the sam e s tra te ge nr| clcan u p "th57 ga rd e ni' as long aa 
he u sed when he swep t arou nd 
and isolated Tobru k last y ear. The 
B ritish sent a strong force ou t to 
m eet him, leav ing Bengazi lightly 
d efend ed . 
Bu t Rommel cu t his 
eastw ard 
p rocession, 
tu rned his 
main force north tow ard the city 
and cap tu red it. 
The lau nching of 
his 
whole 
cou nter-d riv e ou t of retreat was 
ju st as well 
screened . 
Two 
or 
three weeks ago H itler started 
concentrating p lanes in Sicily and 
Sard ina. simu ltaneou sly 
op ening 
an air attack on Malta. 
N atu ral­ 
ly the B ritish ex p ected a Cretian 
blow a t their tiny island fortress, 
sent a good p ortion of their Lib­ 
y an p lanes to d efend it. The nazis 
continu ed their d aily air m enac­ 
ing to keep these British p lanes 
occu p ied . 
Bu t instead of a tta c k­ 
ing M alta, they slip p ed ten tra ns­ 
p orts (10,000 tons each) load ed 
with troop s and .su p p lies across to 
Trip oli to reinforce Rommel for 
this d riv e. 


Note— Both the nazis and Jap s 
can get away with these sw ift 
mov ing d ecep tions becau se they 
are attacking from the center of a 
circle while the United N ations 
m u st ru n arou nd the ou ter arc. 
The shorter rad iu s of center lines 
enables the aggressors to shift 
troop s and 
p lanes 
w ith 
great 
sp eed . 
The Jap s from Form ossa, 
for instance, sent their bombers 
against M acA rthu r one d ay , Ma­ 
lay the nex t. 
This basic d efect 
will be m et when we are able to 
take 
the 
offensiv e, 
choose 
ou r 
p lace of attack and m arshal su ­ 
p eriority of force a t thq t p oint. 


All kind s of stories are going 
the rou nd s abou t A gricu ltu re Sec­ 
retary W ickard ’s change of mind 
against inflating farm p rices to 
the lim it.

111., Feb. 3— Pre-season 
gard en clean-u p s. to be effectiv e 
in red u cing crop d am age by in­ 
sects in 19 42, must be carried out 
on 
a large-scale, com m u nity ef­ 
fort, p oints ou t VV. 
P. 
Flint, en­ 
tom ologist of the Univ ersity 
of 
Illinois College of A gricu ltu re and 
S tate N atu ral 
H istory Surv ey . 
This y ear 
gard en 
sanitation is 
more im p ortant than ev er becau se 
of the increased need 
for many 
v egetable crop s as d efense food, 
he ad d ed . 
“ It d oes v ery little, if any , good 
for an ind iv id u al here and there, 
or ev en half 
the 
ind iv id u als, to 


the other half d oes not,” he said . 
“Insects are 
p rolific, 
and 
the 
nu m ber of eggs 
laid by one fe­ 
male is u su ally enou gh seriou sly 
to red u ce y ield s of a large nu m ­ 
ber of any 
of the 
fav orite food 
p lants of the insects.” 
Many kind s of insects liv e ov er 
w inter in tru ck crop resid u e left 
on the land , in weed s, leaf litter 
and u nd er board s and trash p iied 
on the grou nd . Others take refu ge 
in d itches, w aste 
p laces and in 
and arou nd storage hou ses. 
It p ay s to p low u nd er, feed or 
d estroy the resid u e and 
remov e 
litter and trash from gard en sites 
ev en when there is no shortage ot 
insecticid es. 
Late Plowing Might Help 
Some gard eners in Illinois d id 
not p low their land im med iately 
after harv est this p ast season, bu t 
Flint say s there may still be time 
to red u ce insect 
p op u lations 
by 
p lowing as soon as soil cond itions 
p erm it. 
Land not su bject to ero­ 
sion m ay be p lowed before winter 
w eather is ov er to ex p ose 
many 
insects and insect eggs to freez­ 
ing and to bu ry aliv e those hiber­ 
nating in weed s and p lant resid u e. 
For ex am p le tom ato ap hid s and 
common stalk borers, which 
pass 
the w inter as eggs on grass 
and 
weed s, are u nable to su rv iv e if 
bu ried in the soil 
by 
p lowing. 
The tom ato ho rn worm and tom a­ 
to fru it worm, which d ev elop ed 
d u ring the later p art of the sea­ 
son on crop rem nants, are simi­ 
larly d estroy ed . 
I f s alw ay s a good p ractice to 
clean 
u p 
and 
screen 
storage 
hou ses, F lint believ es, and d when 
necessary , fu m igate or otherwise 
tre a t stored beans and cowpeas to 
elim inate insects. Sp ray ers, d u st­ 
ers and other gard ening m achin­ 
ery and 
eq u ip ment 
shou ld be 
stored u nd er cov er and all w ork­ 
ing p arts 
cov ered 
with oil 
or 
grease becau se of the d ifficu lty in 
obtaining new m achinery .

Be tha t as it m ay or m ay not I L o c a l - — 
be, W ickard is Roosev elt’s p er­ 
sonal agent and he m u st hav e 
noted FD R's hint tha t he had bet­ 
ter be good in his newly legalized 
p osition as arbiter of farm p rices.

These word s su ggest Chu rchill 
ex p ects Britain to receiv e less w ar 
m aterials, bu t obv iou sly ou r own 
troop s there will hav e to be su p ­ 
p lied and nearly all ou r lend -lease 
m aterial has been going to Liby a 
and the F a r E ast any way . No one 
here p rofesses to know w hat he 
m eant.

They agreed to play the first 
all-star game in a National League 
park in the east (probably the 
New York G iants’ Polo Grounds) 
on Monday , July 6, and to follow 
this the .nex t day with another 
sk irm ish between the same stars 
in an American League park in 
the west.

It was agreed tha t the admis­ 
sion prices for the first gam e 
would be double the regular scale, 
and while the second gam# would

feeders who buy their cattle at 
public m ark ets, and it removes 
an unfair and unjust discrim ina­ 
tion against public stock y ards. 
An ex ample of the benefit c a t­ 
tlem en 
have received 
from the 
ex tension of stock er and feeder 
rates 
is 
that 
of 
a 
W y oming 
ranchm an who recently wfent into 
the Chicago stock y ards w ith four 
carloads of steers, for which he 
received nearly $10,000 and on 
w’hich he saved $113.96 in freight 
charges. All four loads were sold 
straight to a feeder cattle deal­ 
er. 
who bid more 
than pack ers 
were pay ing for that k ind that 
day . 
The stock er and feeder rate 
is but 85 per cent of the regular 
cattle 
rate.

Present R eturns Give 
Impetus 
to 
C ertain 
Grains for Planting 


Urbana, 111., Feb. 3—Recent in­ 
creases in the W’ar-tim e produc­ 
tion goals for American agricul­ 
ture have created new interest in 
the way spring grains and other 
crops rank in returns and y ields, 
it is reported by George H. Dun- 
gan. professor of crop production 
at the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
Tests in northern Illinois the 
past seven y ears show that the 
highest-y ielding spring w heat pro­ 
duced an 
average 
y ield of 
18 
bushels an acre; barley 38 bush­ 
els; oats 70, and flax 12 bushels. 
On the basis of current prices for 
these crops, oats was first w ith a 
$36.40 return an acre; barley W’as 
second with $28.88; flax was third 
w ith $24, and spring w heat was 
last with a return of $21.06 an 
acre. 
At Urbana, in central Illinois, 
returns figured in the same m an­ 
ner show tha t oats heads the list 
with $36.97 
an 
acre; 
barley , 
$33.44; spring wheat $25.74, and 
flax $22. 
Bushel prices used In 
the calculations were 52 cents for 
oats. $1.17 for wheat, 76 cents 
for medium q uality m alting bar­ 
ley and $2 for flax . 
Considering 
the 
state 
as 
a 
ivhole, Dugan say s the choice of 
small grains for 1942 is oats first, 
barley 
second, 
spring 
w heat 
third and flax last, this also be­ 
ing the order in which the crops 
rank in acreage in Illinois. 
Spring w’heat is adapted to the 
northern third of the state; spring 
barley 
and flax to th* northern 
half, and spring oats to the en­ 
tire state. 
"If any one would lik e to try to 
grow spring wheat, spring barley 
or flax outside these recommended 
areas, he should seed early to re­ 
duce the lik elihood 
of 
failure," 
Dungan advises.

Peoria, IIL, Feb. 3—More pro­ 
fit from the 
conservation 
and 
efficient use of farm woodlands 
cooperative, the Woodland Own­ 
ers’ Cooperative of Peoria, Inc. 
Scattered through Peoria. Knox , 
Mason, Tazewell, Marshall, P ut­ 
nam, Woodford and Fulton coun­ 
ties, 
the cooperative’s members 
will furnish wood to a Peoria m an­ 
ufacturer which has purchased a 
w’ood chipper to prepare cord­ 
wood for m ak ing roofing felt. The 
firm uses 13,500 tons of wood a 
y ear for this purpose, but is now 
obtaining the wood, already chip­ 
ped, from Wisconsin. 
The chipper can handle cord 
wood three to four feet long and 
from three to eight inches in diam ­ 
eter. 
The wood m ust be com­ 
paratively green. 
I t can be used 
any tim e up to 90 day s after it 
is cut in the summertime, and 
possibly up to four to five months 
after it is cut in wintertim e. 
Incorporating directors for the 
new organization and the counties 
they represent are: Howard Mc­ 
Donald. Peoria; 
A. L. 
Doubet, 
Knox ; H arry D. Leeper, Fulton; 
Andrew Larson.

U rbana, UL, Feb. 3—Best varie­ 
ty bets in spring 
wheat, barley 
and oats to be seeded in Illinois 
this spring w’ere recommended to­ 
day by O. 
T. 
Bennett, assistant 
professor of plant genetics, on the 
basis of farm ers’ ex periences and 
studies by the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. 
Sturgeon spring w heat is recom­ 
mended 
because 
it’s a 
medium 
early , stem -rust 
resistant, 
high 
y ielding, hard red spring variety . 
Second choices are Progress and 
Illinois No. I. 
The best variety of spring bar­ 
ley Is W isconsin Pedigree No. 38. 
It is high-y ielding, has a barbless 
awn and can be used for m alting 
as well as for feed. 
At the De­ 
Kalb field in northern Illinois, this 
variety has a 10-y ear average of 
3 4 bushels to the acre more than 
the average of all varieties grown 
In tha t 
period. 
A t 
Urbana the 
Wisconsin Pedigree No. 38 aver­ 
age for 12 y ears is two bushels 
higher than the average of other 
varieties. 
Best Oat Variety 
Marion, from a cross between 
M ark ton and Rainbow, is the best 
oat variety for Illinois. 
It’s 
a 
large, white oat. w ith a large k er­ 
nel and small am ount of hull. It is 
resistant to stem rust, smut, and 
is m oderately 
resistant to leaf 
rust. Tests by the College of Ag­ 
riculture show Marion 
averages 
76.1 bushels, 11.6 more than Co­ 
lumbia, in northern Illinois; 69.9 
bushels. 11.4 more than Columbia, 
in central Illinois, and 50.1 bush­ 
els. 19 more than 
Columbia, 
In 
southern 
Illinois. 
Marion 
and 
Boone outy ield Columbia in nor­ 
thern and 
central 
Illinois and 
y ield about as well as Columbia In 
southern Illinois. W ith the advan­ 
tage of disease resistance which J 
Marion and Boone have over Co­ 
lumbia,

Packing Industry 
at Highest Speed 


Chicago, Feb. 3— (A P) — W ar 
has k ick ed the nation’s m eat pack ­ 
ing industry into high gear 
full speed ahead as never before. 
P a c k e rs ’ plants are 
hum m ing 
with 
activity, 
employing 
m ore 
persons than a t 
any 
previous 
time, according to industry esti­ 
m ates today, and the end of the 
speed-up is not in sight. 
As a pa rt of the A m erican w ar 
machine, plants of pack ers work 
ing on governm ent contracts have 
been barred to visitors. 
As livestock num bers increase, 
more and more m eat will flow 
through 
the nation’s stock yards 
and pack ing plants and out to mili­ 
ta ry 
forces 
abroad, 
to 
allied 
friends of dem ocracy and to meet 
expanded 
consum er 
dem and at 
home. 
Capacity Unk nown 
While m eat processing plant ca­ 
pacity is believed to be a t a peak , 
the industry, of which Chicago’s 
fam ous stock yards is the heart, 
actually doesn't 
k now 
its 
own 
capacity 
for 
work . 
However, 
pack ers believe there will be no 
necessity of 
any 
expansion 
of 
plant space and equipment. 
More w ork ers are expected to 
be 
needed. 
A lready 
thousands 
have been added to payrolls, m any 
of them women who are easily 
adaptable to m any of the task s in 
preparation of m eat for consum p­ 
tion. 
Swift & Co., largest unit in 
the industry, has added 12,000 em ­ 
ployes since Nov. I, 19 40, bring­ 
ing to 73,000 the num ber on its 
payrolls.

FEEDING BROOD SOWS

believes B. W. ^Fairbank s, profes­ 
sor of swine, U niversity of Illinois 
College of Agriculture.

been generally recommended be­ 
cause the sows usually become too 
fat, a ration of 50 pounds of com, 
25 pounds of oats and 25 pounds 
of alfalfa meal can be safely self­ 
fed the first IO wreek s of ges ta ­ 
tion. F airb ank s says. 
The feeds 
are ground and mixed befor® be­ 
ing placed in the self feeder. 
The 25 pounds of alfalfa meal, 
although possibly 
an 
excessive 
am ount, will cu t dowm the palata ­ 
bility of the ration and prevent 
the brood sow from eating too 
much. 
More alfalfa meal can al­ 
w ays be added if they are getting 
too fat, and the am ount can be 
decreased if they are 
becoming 
thinner. 
During 
the 
last 
six 
W’eek s, five pounds of tank age or 
its equivalent should be substi­ 
tuted for five pounds of the oats. 
Available a t all tim es should be 
the Illinois mineral m ixtu re—tw'o 
parts ground limestone, tw'o parts 
of steam ed bonemeal and one part 
salt. 
Steam ed bonemeal, because 
it is nowr so expensive, m ay ve 
om itted in the case of brood sow's, 
and the am ount of ground lime­ 
stone doubled, F airb ank s said.

Week program at the U niversity 
of Illinois, Hendrick son said in a 
prepared address tha t the beans 
were vitally needed for food as 
wrell as oil to offset supplies shut 
off by the Japanese. 
“Recently I saw a G erm an cook r 
book containing 270 splendid v ar­ 
ied recipes, more 
than 
IOO of 
Which included soya flour”, the 
SMA chief said, adding tha t 2.2 
pounds of soya flour has “nearly 
the sam e nutritive value” as 54 
eggs or eight quarts of milk , he 
asserted: 
"We can fight fire with fire. If 
the G erm ans find this a rich and 
adequate food, we too can have 
it in fa r gre a ter abundance. 
We 
car., tha t is. if our farm ers meet 
their soybean 
goals 
or 
better 
them ”. 
H endrick son predicted farm ers 
w'ould be able to m eet the need 
for m ore soybeans w ithout dan­ 
ger of the repercussions tha t fol­ 
lowed their response to the 19 17- 
18 cry for w heat. 
Prices Assured 
"In the last w ar the plow W'as 
put to vast millions of acres of 
m arginal land to prod u c e w'heat. 
When the w ar w as over, tens of 
thousands of farm ers w’ere 
left 
sitting on dusty acreage w ithout 


m ark et for their crops 
if 
they 
could m ak e them. 
"Today our w heat production is 
adequate w ithout opening up areas 
tha t naturally belong to grass. No 
new land will need to be invaded 


for production of soybeans. 
They 
can be an added m eans of diversi­ 
fying crops and can continue to 
be in dem and after the wra r ”. 
He pointed out 
tha t 
Illinois’ 
19 42 suggested acreage, of soy­ 
beans—2,9 00,000 
acres—w as 
27 
per cent above last year’s crop, 
the national goal of 9 ,000,000 acres 
representing an 
increase 
of 
54 
per cent. 
To

soybeans, he said the d epartm ent 
of agriculture had 
promised to 
support the price of 19 42 beans a t

as of last October I but in no 
event less than $1.80 per bushel 
for U. S. No.' 2 soybeans of recog­ 
nized varieties of high oil con­ 
te nt”.
